ENOLISBI POLITICS. 

The Irish Members Mold the 
Fort. 



London, Deo 30. — In Irish affairs in 
parliament big things aro on foot. Lord 
Churchill is in Dublin to-day with Lord 
Justice Fitzgibbun, consulting with Or- 
ange tories, whom, nix months ago, he 
was denouncing as obstacles tu tho party. 
Ho has persuaded Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach and Borne uthers tu n«reo to dissolve 
immediately if they cannot carry a vote 
of confidence on a uon possumus, to home 
rule. Salisbury has not decided to dis- 
solve, but he is drifting that way more 
and more. He considers. Lord Churchill's 
argument that with the cry "T.'ie empire 
ia in danger," and wiih the dianrganiBi'd 
Btate of the liberals, he could this tune 
get a majority. Moreover, ia a parley- 
ing argument, perhaps the throat of dis- 
solution will Oe enounh to frighten Inti of 
liberals who are indisposed tu go to the 
Htrain and expense of another election. 
Tho strong point \vi h Salisbury in all 
this is the safety of tho house of lords, as 
looked at from tho point of view of the 
mere politician. If Gladstone should bo 
allowed to take oflioe, consolidate tho par- 
ty and send a homo rule bill np to the 
lords, audit were rejected, tho immediate 
merits of the bill would bo objured by 
the liborals in their protests against the 
hereditary chamber, particularly if tho 
bill were rejected more than once, and 
this is just what Salisbury is anxious to 
avoid. 

THE IltLSK in noriiT. 
Tho Irish have docided upon nothing in 
regard to their course It is not known 
whether thoy will move an address in 
amendment until n caucus is held, a day 
or two before tho session. All reports of 
their intentions are rubbish. It will take 
three or four clays to swear in the mem- 
bers, and then follows the election of 
speaker, and next day probably the queen's 
speech. If there is an amendment by the 
Irish party of the liberals, tho ministry 
will be guided by tho course of debate, 
always holding the threat of dissolution 
as the trump card. If there is no amend- 
ment then one of the unofficial tories will 
move a carefully worded vote of confi- 
dence, calculated to take tho wind from 
Gladstone's sails on tho Irish question, 
and throats of dissolution will hang over 
this. 

Lord Churchill has notified Gladstone 
that when the homo rule scheme is intro- 
duced ho will go to Ulster and raise Or- 
angemen inarms against it. By a few in 
Dublin who know of this, the throat is 
treated as buncombe, but it earvos to il- 
lustrate Churchill's methods. Tho fact 
that ha -will bo in command of tory strate- 
gy insures lively work from the start.

This morning tho papers show signs of 
recovery from their present party scare, 
The telegraph says: "It is English weak- 
ness, not Irish courage, that has magnified 
the difficulty. Our futhors were not easily 
alarmed. To-day we start at a more 
nhndow cast by eighty-six Irishmen on tho 
floor of the house of commons. Surely 
old England has nerve to lace realities ten 
times more portentous." 

The Morning Post says: "No one can 
suppose that any measure of home rule will 
become a law which would be accepted as a 
final settlement by the Irish nationalists." 

Tho Standurd says: "Tho Irish party i 
bar, not yet, nt any rate, been won over, 
whiletho liberal party Las boon shattered by 
its efforts to attract alien masses." 

The Times grows more ayaiust Irish bopos 
every day. It to-duy believes that if an 
Irish parliament is once established in 
Dublin, securities and guarantees for the 
protection of propertj - , according to Eng- 
lish ideas, would be the merest sham. 
Whatever olso may be doubtful this at loast 
is certain, that the leading Irish idea nt tho 
present time is to trnusfor the land from the 
landlords to the tenants, It really seems 
moro nud more probable every day that it 
is Mr. Parnell alone who can formulate a 
plan and open the Irish light. 

AN OBANOE EIGHT. 

Major Sanderson, at an Orange demon- 
stration held near his seal at Castle Sander- 
son, Bolturbet, county of Cavan, said, in 
the course of a speech nbout tho possibilities 
of Irish legislation: "At the first tendency 
observed on the part of Salisbury to yield an 
iota to the demands of ihe eighty-live Par- 
nellites for separation, or for measures giv- 
ing localities control of police and finance, 
the loyalists and conservatives from tho 
north of Ireland will join tho liberals to 
turn out the Salisbury government. I be- 
liovo separation necessarily means civil war, 
aud it ia the intention of all Orangemen 
that such war shall ensue, if separation 
with home rule comes. When -Heparatiou' 
comes it will be the duty of Ulster men, to 
assume an attitude of avme'd, resistance. 
We have v\o wish to confront the queen's 
army, 'but must prepare for the worst."

BULL DOG KELLY. 



He Makes a Statement and 
Declares He Is Innocent, 

St. Paul, Dec. 24 — The examination 
of "'Bull Dog" Kelly was resumed before 
Special Commissioner Spencer yesterday. 
The defence placed two witnesses on the 
stand who testified as follows: 

Edward M. Lawler, of Winona, stated 
that he knew Kelly at Medicine Hat. He 
bore a good reputation; Melly handled 
largo amounts of money, sold lots of 
whisky aud was a gambler, but his word 
for any amount was as good as his bouu. 
THE PIUSONEk'3 STATEMENT. 

I am 28 years of age; a railroad man by 
occupation. lama native born citisen 
of tho United States. I have lived in the 
Northwest Territory, ;and British OoUin- 
nia about three years. During that time 
I was working on the railroad nearly two 
years My last j >b of railroading was at 
Medicine Hat on tho Canadian I'acilic I 
ijuit work in September, 1883 From 
that time until I left British Columbia I 
was dealing in liquor; I loft British Col- 
umbia either tho 8th or 9th of December, 
1884, and havo not been back since. My 
last transaction in the liquor business w,is 
on the 19th or 20th of November, 1884, 
when I sold my saloon. The saloon was 
ut G dden City. I had owned a half in- 
terest in it for two or three months. The 
day after 1 sold the saloon I staid at Gol- 
den City. I staid there either one or two 
days, and went from there to the first 
crossing of the Columbia river, whore I 
arrived on the evening of the 22d or 23d, 
and staid there that night and the next 
day and night. I then took tho train and 
went to Third Siding or Island City. I 
arrived there either on the night of the 23d 
or 24th, but think it was tho 24th. I went 
to Mr. Maloney's hotel for supper. 
After supper I went out aud saw Maloue, 
the yarduiaster. Maloue and I wint to 
bed in his car. I staid at Third Siding four 
or five days, aud left there ou the morning 
of tho 28th. On the morning of the '28th I 
went to tho first crossing of the Columbia 
river, arriving there between 11 and 12 
o'olook in the fosenoou. I met Hugh Bean 
about 5 o'olock in tho afternoon. Wo took 
a horse and went to his camp, about 18 
miles west of there. I staid there two 
nights and one day, and wont from thoro to 
tho second crossing of tho Columbia rivor, 
a diStanoe of about fi5 niilen, I staid thero 
one night and part of two days. I then 
took a canoe aud wont south, down tho 
Columbia river. I first beard that I was 
nocused of this crimo last July whilo 1 was 
in Chicago. I left Chicago about the tith or 
7th of August for Winnipeg. Was 

ARRESTED AT ST. VINCENT 

on the :11st day of August 1885. I was in 
the United States from tho time I left Brit- 
ish Columbia. I had an association, with 
Hugh Bean when I was in tho liquor busi- 
ness. Benn is a contractor. He does grad- 
ing for tho Canadian Pacific Beau fur- 
nished part of tho money that I used to 
buy liquor with, and also horses. I sold 
dnt my saloon business at Golden City be- 
cause the town was becoming deserted, and 
thero was no business there. After selling 
out I went to First Crossing, and upon 
arriving thoro I had about §350. I passed 
most of my time at First Crossing in play- 
ing cards. I went to the First Crossing to 
eithor buy or start a good saloon, as I 
thougqt the town was going to be good and 
lively. I did not do any business there, as 
I lost most of my money playing poker. 
I wont to Third Siding, ns I had been prom- 
ised n job there, and I thought I would go 
to work on the railroad. George Gates had 
promised me a job. I intendod to sell 
liquor at tho same time whilo I was work- 
ing on tho road. I only had a $5 bill when 
I loft the First crossing. I had not closed 
up my accounts with Hugh Bean. Ho 
owed mo botweeu §500 and $700, perhaps 
$G()0. Wo never kept any book nccount, 
but that was about it . Did not soo Bean 
when I left to go to tho Third crossing. Did 
not ask Beau for any money. He said ho 
had been known bb Edward S, Kolly for 
ei^ht yeurs, but that it wasn't his right 
name. He refused to disoloso his right 
name, saying ho preferred to boar tho dis- 
grace alono, and that hiB rolationH should 
not know it.

BEARING THE MARKET. 

Our esteemed evening contemporary of 
the Times, whose existence depends upon 
ln9 ability to bull his own town lota at 
Vancouver, is resorting to the rather dis- 
roputablo tactic of endeavoring to bear 
the government sale of lands in the same 
locality by suggesting a pettifogging <iuib- 
bio about the titlo. tie tried the same 
plan not quite a year ago in the case of 
the salo of the James Bay lots, but, as 
our readers will recollect, with the result 
only of rather helping the sale, as any 
one could through the transparent attempt 
of an' iuterestod speculator to "boar" 
prices so that he might himself secure 
choice locations. Our esteemed contem- 
porary's objections answer themselves. 
He asks, "What authority has ever been 
vosted by statutory law in any govern- 
ment in this province to sell unaurvoyed 
land in less quantities than 160 acres'! Who 
says there has been such authority? What 
has tbo question of the power to Bell uusur- 
voyed lands to do with the proposed gov- 
ernment salo which is to bo made of lands 
which have been and are surveyed aud ro- 
survoyed, or, to use the words of our e. c 
of lauds, "if a search wore made in the 
lauds aud works department it would be 
ascertained that the field notes and original 
map of the lands fronting on English bay 
indicate a tract reserved" (ho goes on to 
state for naval furposos). But the asser- 
tion that the reserve is for naval purposes 
is just as untrue as that tho laud to be sold 
is unsurvoyed, and the Times knows that it 
is telling naughty libs when it makes the 
statement. The Coal Harbor organ muat 
be driven to desperate straits indeed, 
when it has to resort to such barefaced 
and palpable misrepresentations as in this 
caso. 'J ho unpatriotic attempt of a man 
for his own private ends to deprivo the 
country of the fair return which the sale 
will bring cannot be too highly condemned. 
When tho Times saya that it would not 
be true to tho interests of the people did 
it neglect to warn the chief commissioner 
of lands and works, etc. , it neglects to 
state that its utterances aro in tho interest 
of a cortain section only of the people, 
and that is tho few friends of tho Times 
who aro nominally designated a "syndi 
cate." 



THE NEW YEAR. 

Another cycle of time has just been com- 
pleted— another epoch in the lives of us all 
—and tho age chronicles itself as A. 1>. 1880. 
Over tho world during the past year have 
been wars and rumors of wars: aud even 
here wo were compelled by events to antici- 
pate the possibility of our peace being rude- 
ly broken in upon by a foreign fue; though 
that fear passed away before tho old year 
died. As year after year goes by, diplo- 
macy aud reference to arbitration take the 
place of a previous comparative haste to 
resort to arms, deferring the ovil day which 
cannot be altogether put away, aud which 
whea it comes will break with a pent up' 
force as though to make up for the delay. 
The by-gone year has seen the ever-increas- 
ing spread of England's power and name; 
and tho new year witnesses our Queen still 
the sovereign of millions of people who are 
proud to own her sway and whose patriot- 
ism is even now manifesting itself in a pro- 
posal to federate the colonies of the mother 
country and iiuk them together with a closer 
bond of sympathy and loyalty. Tho trou- 
bles of England with so many important 
interests at stake abroad and with hc-r all- 
absorbing measures and vital questions of 
home government have not been few in the 
past year. But in spite of certain political 
malcontents and intriguers at homo and 
jealous powers abroad, her ascendancy is as 
pronounced as ever, and she keepa 
in the van of progress, niicore in that 
unanimity of feoling and stoutness of 
he.v.'t of her people that made her what 
she is to-day — the greatest naval power 
in the world, and the first power of 
Europe. Though this province is among 
the more remote of her possessions yet 
distance in nowise diminishes the nation- 
al sentiment, and the truth of this receiv- 
ed full proof when tho probabilities of 
war between England and Russia were 
publicly discussed a few months ago. 

The coming year will ba that upon 
which the greatest railway enterprise on 
this continent — the Canadian Pacitic — 
will enter upon its career, which there is 
every reason to believe will prove as pros- 
perous to its shareholders as it will to this 
province and .the Dominion generally. 
The outlook for the year, from a provin- 
cial standpoint, is good; tho general ad- 
vance will be most marked, and it rests 
principally upon each whether he 
ahall individually advance with it — upon 
his energy, his ability and application and 
capacity for the particular line in which, 
by circumstances or choice, he is placed. 
Resolutions and plans for the future will 
doubtless be mentally reviewed this day. 
Some will attain their goal, others never ;and 
the end of the year will have the usual 
tale to tell — the lottory of life — of a few 
prizes and many blanks. But tho future 
cannot be read, and all will push on, each 
hoping that he may draw a prize. In 
wishing all a Happy New Year it is well 
to consider how that happiness can be 
best obtained. Chiefly upon the principles 
by which one allows himself to be guided. 
Principles of truth and honesty, exercised 
in business, engender tho respect of those 
with whom tho dealings take place, es- 
tablishing a commercial credit and increas- 
ing the basis of operations. Exerted in 
aocial life the influence of these princi- 
ples commands the respeot of others, 
■while increasing that proper solf respect so 
necessary to an honorablo and truthful 
life. From thence apri' gs tho yearning 
for something better, higher, and nobler; 
the cultivation of a worthy ambition in the 
pursuit of whose end will come that hap- 
piness which at first appeared to exist en- 
tirely in tho object sought.

Demonstration sit Sriii Francis- 
co on Arrival of White 
Cigar Makers. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Eureka, (Oal.), Jan. — Tho steamer 
City of Chester, which wont aground on 
tho spit oil' the heads yesterday, and which 
it was feared would bocomo a total wreck, 
was pulled oil' this morning at liigll tide by 
the tugs. The propeller is badly damaged 
and the rudder gone. 

San Francisco, Jan. 2— The arrival of 
white cigar makers from tho eajt this 
morning was nude tho occasion of quite 
an imposing demonstration. They were 
met at tho ferry landing by large delega 
tions from the different branches of the 
Knights of Labor. Among them were the 
ciga'r makers of the international union. 
The lino was formed and hoaded by a 
bn'ss band marched up Market to Mont- 
gomery, down that street to Montgomery 
avenue and through the other principal 
streets of the city. Tho now comers, 200 
in all, presented u very rospoctublo ap- 
pearance. Various transparencies wero 
carried, some of them labelled "From the 
Atlantio to the Pacific; wo have oonio to 
stay." Another read, "Wo are coming 
Californians, 4.000 men and more." It is 
stated that when the procession passed 
within tlirt neighborhood of Chinatown it 
was watched with a great deal of interest 
by tho Chineso who wero seemingly 
anxious to form an opinion of tho future 
possibilities of competition of white labor 
from this the first contingent imported 
fi oiii the east.

CENTRAL AMERICA. 
Nkw York, Jan. 2— Mail advices re- 
ceived to-day from Panama says: On 22nd 
December two families of tho namo.i of 
Silvia and Gonziles left Talcuhuana,0hill, 
in a boat for Pens for the purpose of at- 
tending the festival of Our Lady of Car- 
mel. Upon tho return voyage when at the 
mouth of Adalien river was reached it 
became necessaiy to alter tho position of 
tho sails and for some unknown reason 
the passengers rushed to one side of the 
boat which immediately capsized anil all 
hands were thrown into tho water. Cries 
of drowning wero heard by two lighter- 
men who put oil in a fragile ohaloa to ren- 
der aid they could. The lightermen 
p&ked up five persons one, a Chinaman, 
appeared to be dead. As the boat was 
unable to stand so great a weight, it was 
resolvod to throw the supposed Chinamen 
overboard. This was accordingly done. 
The Chinamen, however, no 3ooner 
touched the water than he soizud bold of 
the gunwale of the boat aud capsized it. 
Tho recently rescued people and the light- 
ermen wero thrown into the sea, and out. 
of seven persons live were drowned, the 
only persona saved being Francisco Gon- 
zales and one of tho lightermen. Two 
boats were dispatched from Talcahuano 
to the spot, and thoy returned with the 
bodies of all the female passengers and 
that of the son of Silva. The bodies of 
the others had not been recovered up to 
the 23d instant. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Boston, Jau. 2.—0apt. Gerrior of the 
schooner Racer which was wrecked off 
Portland last Monday was brought to this 
city under arrest from Gloucester this 
morning. Ho was arraigned before U. S. 
Commissioner Ballet on a charge of scut- 
tling his vessel at sea, and was held in §20,- 
000 for examination. It appears that tho 
vessel had had a successful trip, having 
taken 53,000 pounds of fish bofore he put 
into Syduov, C.B., on her way home. At 
this point Gerrior took on board two female 
passengers for Portland. The crew Bay 
that tho captain Stopped at several ports on 
his way home, ami all hands had a good 
time generally. Atone of tlm ports, Cran- 
berry Isle, near Grand Manan, it is claimed 
by the crew that the entire cargo of fish was 
sold for cash by the captain. One of the 
female passengers, Ma Williams, makes 
affidavit that she saw the captain cut a hole 
in the vessel with a hatchet while tho ves- 
sel was lying in Portland harbor, »nd to 
overhearing tho captain refuse to permit 
his wifo to sail toGloueestor withhimin tho 
schooner, because of the probability of sink- 
ing on tho trip. One of the crow named 
George Sherman also ovorhoardthocaptaiu's 
remarks about the schooner sinking, and 
went to the captain, telling him ho must 
not run her on tho rocks It is also said 
that Gerrior was overheard to say tho owner 
would rather have the vessel sunk than not, 
as she was sold and tho insurance would be 
satisfactory to him. After the vessel sailed 
from Portland, and when sixteen miles 
off Cape Elizabeth it wan discovered that 
she was rapidly filling. She shortly sunk 
in forty fathoms, the crew taking to 
boats ajid reaching land after suffering in- 
tensely from exposure. It is assorted 
tho captain has admitted that his affidavit 
claiming that 35,000 pounds of Bah went 
down with tho vessel, together with tha 
money received for a portion of the cargo, 
is false, and that her hold was clear when 
she sunk. The extreme penalty of the 
crimo with which he is charged, is death. 

Pittsburg, Jan. 2. — Tho coal miners' 
convention at West Elizabeth to-day, de- 
cided, by a two-thirds vote of delegates 
present, to return to work at operators' 
termB. 

DBTROIT, Jan. 2. — Mrs. Elizabeth 
Enoch, mother of Fraud Enoch, who was 
murdered in Spring Wells on the night of 
tho 5th December with his entire family, 
and tho house burned to hide the crime, 
died Friday under circumstances which 
suggested poisoning. At tho post mortem 
held to-day, to the surprise of physicians, 
the skull waa' found to have been frac- 
tured by a heavy blow which had loft no 
mark. It was suspected that she and c. 
son of Gustavo had had some connection 
with tho former murdor, and officers had 
been expecting an ahte-rhortem?statement 
from tho mother, who had been oo'nfiliod 



at home from nervous prostration. Thia 
is the fourth suspicious death in the fami- 
ly. The father, Christian, was found dead 
in a barn some years ago with cuts on his 
head, said to have been made by tho 
kicks of a hor»o. 

YESTER^'VjDSSPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Chicago, Jan. 2, — Two new cases of 
smallpox wero discovered yesterday in 
tho persons of a mother and daughter, 
passengera on the incoming Pittsburg and 
Wayne train. The unfortunates loft 
Oueenstown, Ireland, on the steamer 
Spain 

A great crowd streamed into Judge 
Shepherd '8 court this morning to hoar 
sentence passed upon Cornelius, alias 
Pauggy O'Loary, the brutal murderer of 
his mistress and his sister. The prisoner 
was sentenced to forty years' imprison- 
ment. 

Tho infernal machine that the polico- 
man took in the Hansen street station 
yesterday was subsequently taken and 
carefully dropped into tho river from tho 
Hanson street bridgo. Tho employes of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quinoy Rail- 
road officers say that, a boy loft tho ma- 
chine thoro about a woek ago. 

Lansing, Iowa, Jan. 2. — It is authori- 
tatively stated that there exiits near tho 
village of Spring Grovo, Houston Co., 
Minn., near this place, a largo number of 
eases of leprrsy. The atllicted persons 
are all Scandinavians. 

OotrjMBUS, Jan. 2 — Daniel Osborne, 
wanted in Prospect, Ohio, for forgery, 
was arrested at Canal, ten miles below 
here, yesterday. The oliicor waa on horso- 
baok, while tho prisoner, handcuffed, 
walked in front. A farmer was mot who 
informed the marshal that the prisoner 
was trying to get a revolver out of the 
breast pocket of his coat. Tho marshal 
dismounted to disarm the fellow, and as 
he approached saw him draw tho weapon 
from his breast pocket. The marshal 
seized his hand and tho revolver was dis- 
charged, tho ball entering Osborne's left 
side, botweon the ribs and passing through 
his heart. 

New York, Jan. 2. — The total imports 
of merchandi.se at this port for tho weuk 
wero valuod at $0,915,936, exclusive of 
drygoods. 

EUROPE 

London, Dec. 31.— Eugene Schftrrer & 
Co.. West India merchants, have becoino 
bankrupt. Their liabilities are reported at 
five hundred thousand pounds, and assets 
are said to bo shadowy. 

London, Jan. 2. — The Times to-day says 
tho scheme to connect Marseilles with the 
Rhino by a canal, which was abandoned in 
1831, lias been revived. 

The Tall Mall Gazette this afternoon says 
that it is able to anounco that Mr. Glad- 
stone is ready to entertain a feasible pro- 
posal from tho Marquis of Salisbury to 
jointly concert for a settlement of the home 
[■tile question, The Gazette urges a coali- 
tion of the liberals aud conservatives to deal 
with the subject of homo rule. 

London, Dec. 111. — .Michael Davitt, in an 
interview, said: If home rule is grautod to 
Ireland it is difficult for mo to seo how Irish 
members can continue to sit in parliament 
at Westminster, unless the colonies aro 
similarly represented in that body. Tho 
Appointment of a prince of the royal family 
ns viceroy of Ireland would be a mistake, as 
Ireland requires a statesman of tact and 
brains to administer the government, not a 
royal show. 

A British Columbian Enter* 
prise. 

(Montreal Ilorald.) 

Mr. G. B. Wright, of Victoria, 15. C, is 
is in town, partly on business connected 
with the Columbia Biver & Kootenay rail- 
way company, of British Columbia. From 
him wo learn tho following particulars of 
the intentions of his company: 

The lino of railway which they intend to 
construct during the season of 1886 will bo 
25 miles long, and will extend from tho 
mouth of the Kootenay river on the Colum- 
bia river, to Kootenay lako. It was origin- 
ally intended to be a narrow gauge road, 
but will probably be made of the standard 
gauge. It is intended to tap the rich min- 
ing region of Kootenay lake, which is now 
inaccessible from any point, except Sand 
Point, on the Northern Pacific. In con- 
nection with the railroad, tho company will 
build steamers to run from their western 
torminus up the Columbia river to Parwell 
— the west crossing of the Columbia by the 
0. P, Ii. — and also steamers to run on 
Kootenay lake to the boundary line be- 
tween British Columbia and the United 
States. 

Tho company have a grant of 750,000 
acres of land from the British Columbia 
government. Of this they have already 
taken up 50,000 acres iiig the rich mineral 
belt on Kootenay lako, Tho remaining 
700,000 acres will bo selected along both 
banks of the Columbia river, from tho boun- 
dary lino to the head of navigation on that 
stream. A reserve of six miles wide on each 
side of the Columbia has been made by tho 
local government to continue till tho end of 
188M, before which time the company must 
milke their selection of lands. 

Tho mining" region of Kootenay Lake 
district consists of a bolt of argentiferous 
galena ore, running N. E. across the lake, 
several miles in width. In this belt exist 
the most oxtenstvo deposits of lyad oro 
probably in the world. The assays of the 
various veins of oro vary from !?lfi to $1715 
worth of silver per ton. Tho facilities for 
smelting are very great. Iron ore and 
limestone exist in tho immediate vicinity, 
both being needed for a dux for smelting. 
A clay capable of producing firo brick is 
also found on the bordors of. the lako. 
Charcoal can be obtained from tho forests 
which surround tho lako. It is Mr. 
Wright's opinion that within a few years 
the Kootenay district will be the largest 
base metal producing district on tho Pa- 
cific coast, and that hundreds of tons of 
pig lead will be shipped daily from that 
region. 

Northerly from tho immediate vicinity 
of the lead mines, along the rivers empty- 
ing into Kootenay Like, placer gold dig- 
gings have been found during the season 
of 1884, and a railway is now projected 
from the town of Farwell to tho head of 
Upper Arrow Like, thence across a low 
divido to Kootenay lake mines. South 
of the boundary lino in tho Colville dis- 
trict, rich oil/er and lead mines have been 
opened during the past season, and it io 
probable that the belt will bo found con- 
tinuous throughout Idaho and -Montana. 

North of the town of Farwell, in tho 
Big Hand region of the Columbia, some 
very rich gold-bearing quartz veins have 
been discovered, which will attract a groat 
many miners and capitalists during the 
coming season. Steamboats will be put 
on the Columbia river from Farwell up- 
wards, to supply this district. 

Mr. Wright expects his mining region 
to provide a largo body of traffic to the 
Canadian Pacific, as the lead of his com- 
pany, in pigs, will bo shipped over the 
railway to Montreal e,i route, to Swansea. 
He believes that the timber, oattlo and 
mines of British Columbia will form "very 
large items in the traffic of this railway.

CARIBOO MINING NEWS. 



An Interview with lis Gold 
Commissioner. 



Mr. John Bowron, cold commiasioner 
of Cariboo, arrived in Victoria yesterday, 
after 

AN ABSENCE OF TWENTY-THREE YEARS, 

which was pasaod in an uninterrupted resi- 
dence in his district, outBide of which he 
haa never put his foot during that long 
time. He remarked that the improve- 
ments of our city cannot be individualized; 
that it rather Heemed as though the one 
of hia days had been replaced by another 
entirely new— so many of tho old land- 
marks had been swept sway by insuiu ta- 
ble Time. 

THE WINTER 

at Cariboo had, up to the time of hia leav- 
ing, been an exceptionally open one, there 
having been on tho 20th ult. only eight 
inches of snow on Williams creok and in 
the hills between Stanloy and Barkervillo 
only about one foot and a half. The ther- 
mometer had registered beluw zero but 
onco during the season, and it was rain- 
ing on Christmas day. -The number of 

MEN ENGAGED IN MINING 

in 1885 was leas than that of tho year pro- 
vious, owing to many having been attract- 
ed to the Canadian Pacific railway, while 
the comparative coat of travel to this more 
remote of our gold fields does not tend to 
supply their places by others. The ex- 
pense of reaching Cariboo from Victoria 
(exolunive of freight taken), is from §70 
to 875, and this, with the shortness of the 
season and the fact that 100 miles of the 
journey being covered by railway haa not 
lessened freight ratea, at present works 
against any great increase of the popula- 
tion of Cariboo. Another thing: peraona 
making a atako thoro still do aa thoy al- 
waya did— leavo the district. The 

(jOERNELLE QUARTZ MINING COMPANY 
are doing very good work, having got 
twenty men employed, including an ex- 
pert and many practical quartz miners. 
Tho company havd cut out a good sleigh 
road from the Frasor to their claim, a 
distance of about ton miles, and if tho 
snow is deep enough to haul over, have 
probably got their new machinery to work 
by about thia time, after bailing out their 
old ahaft. The 

YIELD OF THE DISTRICT 

for the past year has boeu about §350,000, 
tho decrease in the population tnuking thu 
average yield to tho man about the aimo 
aa tho preceding season. So far from con- 
sidering the district played out, Mr. 
Bowron ia of opinion that it has not yet 
aeen ita palmiest days — speaking with a 
view to its quartz ledgos, which have 
never beon properly developed. Large 
sums of mousy have been at various 
periods sunk in quartz mining in the dia 
trict, especially in 1878, but tho reaaon 
for the lack of success has been more 
from the work not having been proae- 
outed in the right way, and also from 
want of concerted action. Those at work 
on 

NAKON CLAIM 

have broken through into the bod of the 
oroek. Thia ia tho fourth drift they have 
run from their ahaft for that purpose, (and 
the work done represents an expenditure 
of §30,000. Mr. Nason told our infor- 
mant that they were ablo tu fight tho 
water and tho indications wore favorable 
that it would be a paying claim, and it is 
matter of satisfaction that an opportunity 
has at last been furnished to prove the 
actual value of ihe bed of tho phapnel. 

About four tons of quartz from Ireland 
mountain haa been oruahed which Mr. 
Naaon asserts will assay S20 to tho ton. 
Thore is nothing fresh from Harvey creek. 
Tho Cosmopolitan company have uot, so 
far, developed anything. 

FAYORAULE LOCALITIES. 

Mr. Bowron considers thut among other 
favorable localities for prospecting may be 
mentioned what is known as the Antler- 
Cunningham paas, which haa evidently 
been the old channel of Antler creek 
which is now turned off in a different di- 
rection. Also that another deep channel 
will be found on a hill near Jack of Clubs 
creek, because the present channel of the 
oreek ia apparently not the one it had 
when tho depoait of gold was formed. 
Willow river is very promising for pros- 
pecting. The benches of lower Antler 
creek have been worked but the bed of 
tho creek has not yet been tested, and the 
attention of capital to this district will re- 
volutionize the now comparatively light 
annual yield.

NUMEROUS UOBCEKIES, 

A Gang; of Thieves nt Work New 
Tear's Night. 

The various robberies that have occurr- 
ed in this oity during tho past month have 
received no check and on New Year's 
night, when largo numbers of people were 
absent from their houses, the thieves held 
high carnival. On Fisgard street tho 
house of Mr. Silas Sweet, one of Mr. Por- 
ter's now houses near Bhuichard, was 
entered while the family were 
absent botween 6 and 9 in the even- 
ing, though the lights were burning in tho 
lowor part of tho house. Access was 
gainod by climbing on the kitchen roof 
and one of the upper room windows being 
open it was an easy matter to enter. The 
room of Mr. Sweet's brother-in-law was 
hurriedly searched, a watch being taken 
from a bureau drawer; though thare was 
a sum of money in the drawer it was not 
disturbed, nor n considerable amount in 
an unlocked trunk. Tho room of Mr. and 
Mrs. Chaa. Russell was searched and §150 
in jewelry taken, Mr. Sweotloat a watch 
and a small sum of money. Tho thieves 
must have made a hurried aearoh, aa 
many valuable articles, oaay to aecure and 
handle, were not taken. In tho garden 
were marks of heavy nailed shoes so that 
in this instance it could not have boon 
Chinese. The total value stolon is about 
§200. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bono, who reaido on To- 
paze avenue, arrived homo between 8 and 
on tho evening of tho lat. They smelt 
tho fumea of sulphor matches on entering 
and found several inner doors and the 
pantry window open. A neighbor waa 
sent for and the thief was seen to disap- 
pear in the darkness. Ho departed so 
hurriedly that he forgot his ooat 
and hat, which he can now procure 
by calling at the police barracks. In the 
garden were found blankets, pillows, 
clocks and mince pie, and from tho marks 
of the feet of the intruder and the style 
of coat he was ovidently a Chinaman. 
The silverware waa all on the table, and 
if the thief had not been disturbed he 
probably would have cleared the houae of 
ita valuables. 

At the residence of Mr. Charles Mo- 
Oloskey, View street, an entrance was 
attempted but the would-be thieves be- 
came alarmed and decamped. 

Mr. W. Gordon's residence, Fort street, 
waa alBo tried, but an entrance was not 
gained. Foot marks wore on the flower 
beds where the thieves attempted to raise 
the windows. 

The frequency of these houae-breaking 
depredations ia becoming alarming, and 
it is trusted that the police will succeed 
in bringing the thieves to justice. Tho 
plunder certainly muat be diaposed of in 
some way, and whether it is by a Victo- 
ria or othor oity "fence" should bo dis- 
covered.

Somo time since an article was published 
in ono of tho Victoria papers through parties 
interested in the Nicola country (whoso 
greedy principle seems to bo that "anything 
is fair, "not only in love and war, but in 
all manner of dealings) that the most prac- 
tical route to the mines was by rail to 
Spence's bridge, ami from thence to Nicola 
by stage, from whence, you are informed, a 
good trail branohea oil' to the mines. Tho 
imposition on tho publio would have beon 
no greater hud they been informed that tho 
route was by steamer to Tacoma, by rail 
over tho Northern Pacific to Spokane, from 
thence by trail to tho mines. 

Now, those same parties who reoom- 
mondod the Nicola dirt their freighting 
ovor tho Hope route. It is almost a daily 
occurrence to hear pooplo complaining 
that upon arriving at tho mines they find 
not only that thoy wore several days 
longer than necessary upon tho road, but 
also from twenty to thirty dollars out of 
pockot by being duped into this "around 
tho world roiito." 

The proper routo to Granite creok from 
nil points west of Spence's Bridge is as 
follows: Either by rail or steamer to 
Hope, from thence direct, to Princeton by 
the Similkameen trail. Princeton ia about 
ton miles from the mines. This is a gov- 
ernment trail, twenty-five miles of which 
tiro wagon road. A number of hands are 
employed constantly in repairing aud 
keeping tho trail in traveling condition. 

There are five hotels on this route, the 
first, fourteen miles from Hope, kept by 
Piatt & Johnson, who furnish a firBt-cluss 
entertainment for both man and beast at- 
the very reasonable rate of fifty cents per 
meal, ditto horae feed. Fifteen and a 
half miles farther on Messrs. Wattless & 
Williams cater for tho comforts of the 
hungry traveller for tho same considera- 
tion. Thirteen miloa again and you find 
the Summit house with the genial Jack 
Sproul as host; nineteen miles, over a 
beautiful timbered, prairio, bunch grass 
country and natural parks, bring you to 
the Broomly ranch and hotel, where Jack 
will do his best to fill you up 
with good frosh "mowitoh" and other 
wholesome grub. Then if you are loaded 
light you can tuko a short cut to the 
mines, that brings you there in a few 
hours at most. However, if you have 
pack horses you muat go by Prince- 
ton, which is a fow miles farther. 
Thore ia a hotel at Princeton better 
known as Allison's Btore. A short half 
day'B travel up'the Tulameen now brings 
you to the alroady far famed Granite 
Creok on the graaay banks of which five 
short months since tho young deer gam- 
boled undisturbed except,porhapa,by the 
prowling wolf or an occaaional Indian who 
passed by unconscious and unmindful of 
the hidden treasure at hia feet. Every 
foot of Granite creek is alroady taken up 
and a large number of olaitna are already 
taken on the Tulameen bar. Slate, Cham- 
pion and Watch creeks also pan out fair 
and aomo very promising prospects have 
beon discovered. 

GRANITE CREEK. 

The population of Granite creek ond 
suburbs is estimated at 2000 souls. There 
are ' stores, hotels and saloons in abun- 
dance, ono tin shop, threo blackamith 
shops and a bakery, Considerable excite- 
mor.t ptevails. Large numbers are coming 
in weokly aud a great rush is expeotod in 
the spring. It is no uncommon sight to 
got up in the morning and find tho town 
almost deserted running off on the craze 
of Borne now discovery. I understand 
since arriving at Hope that tho B. O. Ex- 
proas Oo. oontomplato establishing a line 
between Hopo and the creek as soon as 
treasure begins again to bo taken out. 

Since speaking of the route to the 
mines 1 wish to any I have been requested 
by sevoral persons who were misled and 
caused a great deal of unnecessary expense 
to mention thia matter. I am not a resi- 
dent of Hope, own no property heve and 
am in no way financially interested in any 
route.

A cablegram from Liverpool; received 
yesterday by Messrs. Welch, Rithet A' 
Co., of this city, announces the tuul loss 
of the barque Rover of tho Seas in the 
South Atlantic; but states that the mustor 
and crew wore saved and had put in to 
tho Falkland Islands. These meagre de- 
tails are all that have at present beon 
obtained; but further particulars of the 
disaster havo been telegraphed for. Tho 
Rover of the Sous left thia port on the 
10th of September hist, bound for Liver- 
pool. She waa chattered by Welch, 
Itithet it Co.,. and hud 10, 01)0 cases of 
salmon aboard— Wellington Packing Co,, 
5,1)00; Liidlaw & Co., 5,000; Delta, 
4, CJti, shipped by Welch, Rithet & Co., 
and 5,000 cues for Ewen .A • Co., 
shipped by R. Ward & Co. The cargo 
waB fully insured, as also was the vesiel, 
which was owned by her maRter, Capt. 
Oaudin, whose home ia in this city. The 
cablegram gives the date of the nows 
from the Falkland isles as January 1st; 
but this must be tin error, as there is no 
telegraphic communication between thoro 
and Montevideo, and it takes this fast 
sailing mail packets about fourteen days 
to cover tho distance between the two 
points. The loan of tho vcsael therefore 
probably occurred about tho second week 
in December. She whb 117 tons' register, 
and had been for the past five or six 
years regularly plying between Victoria 
and London. She was ill a poifectly sea- 
worthy condition when alio started on her 
voyage, and the supposition is that meet- 
ing with heavy weather off Cape Horn 
she sprang several leaks from severo 
straining, and had to bo abandoned; and 
that the officers and orew were either 
picked up by a passing vessel or reached 
the islands in their own boata.

THE KANSAS 'DEMON. 



How the Great Wrestler Died. 

Whistler's share of the profits of his 
match with Profossor Miller at Melbourne, 
Aus., was §3,000. Prosperity never did 
agreo with the "Kansas Demon," as he 
was called, and this occasion proved no 
exception to the rule, for no sooner had 
the match boon concluded than ho started 
upon a spree in which ho indulged in the 
wildest extravagances and excesses. His 
drink was champagne, and this he or- 
dered by the bucketful, throwing gold by 
the handful upon tho bars of Melbourne. 
He would occasionally entertain his ac- 
quaintances with his powers ai a glass 
ohewer, biting pieces out of tho aidos of 
barroom tumblora and nocks from cham- 
pagne bottles, which he would pulverize 
between his powerful teeth with apparent 
relish. Uis debauch continued for noarly 
two weeks, during whioh time ho partook 
of no solid nourishment, but drank ex- 
cessively of champagne. Late one stormy 
night he stayed from his companions and 
started for his hotel. He was so intoxi- 
cated that ho missed the entrance and 
fell upon the stone basement a short dis- 
tance from it. Tho rain was descending 
in torrents but the famous athlete was so 
exhausted by drink and lack of food that 
ho lay upon the pavement all uight, and 
whon found in the morning was chilled 
and drenched through. He was taken to 
his room, and physicians wore called, but 
from tho first they declared the case to 
be hopeless. Even the iron framo of 
Whistler could not withstand the results 
of the night's exposure. Pneumonia and 
a complication of ills ensued. Death had 
a lock on tho great wrestlor which tho 
latter could not break. 

Eastern Canada Mail. 



Per Northern Pacific Hallway 
London, Deo. 21. — Mrs. Doyle, matron 
of the county jail, was this afternoon seized 
with an apoplectic tit, and at a late hour to- 
night was in very low condition. Mrs. 
Doyle is in her Goth year, and has held her 
position for 24 years. 

The death of Mr. Lemuel Smith, which 
took place here last night, removed one of 
the oldest and most renpocted piouoer set- 
tlers in London district.

The name of Ira 
Morgan, warden of tho county, is mentioned 
in connection with tho position thus made 
vaoau'..

An adverse decision has been given by 
tho supremo court against Mr. Chrysler's 
motion to restrain Magistrate Travis, of 
Calgary. 

Hamilton, Dec. 25.— It was alleged 
that Thomas Henry forged a mortgago 
on tho farm of his brother in Peel county, 
raised S2JO00 on it, and skipped to tho 
United States. Yesterday he returned to 
Canada, was arrested to-day and commit- 
ted for trial. 

London, Deo. 20. — Richard Rawlings, 
a farmer of London township, was the 
viotim of a surprise party on Thursday 
night. Some roughs endeavored to ob 
tain admittance, but being refused waited 
around till Hawlinga came outside, whsn 
they brutally attacked him, smashing in 
hii Bkull with a neckyoke.
